FLEEING FROJf FULUIAN. 


The Advance Guard of the Palace Car Mag- 


nate's Victims Off For Hiawatha, Kan. 
If Georgo M. Pullman had been at 


the Union depot at 0 o'clock last even- 
ing, be would have witnessed a scene to 
meltaheart of adamant. Tearful women, 
sad eyed uhildren and thoughtful men 
weio bidding, on his account, a sorrow- 
ful farewell to Chicago and friends. 
They were about to seek on the plains 
of Kansas a means of liTelihood that he 
had denied them. Mr. Pullman might 
have found 128 persons—men, women 
and children—with all their littla be- 
longings, happy even in their tears and 
partings at the thought of shaking the 
dust of Pullman from their feet and in 
the thought of finding homes away from 
the scenes of theirreceut miseries. They 
included Borne of the best mechanics 
that over worked in tha town of Pull- 
man. 


The train bearing the party westward 


over the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Panl road left the Union depot at 6:20 
p. m. For an hour previous its members 
had been arriving and having their 
names enrolled for transportation. Thore 
were 34 families in the littlo band of 
emigrants. Boys, girls and babies were 
nnmerotis. Tha pets of the family wera 
not forgotten, and many of the band- 
boxes which the women carried in their 
arras and which -were Eupposed to have 
hats in them held the family cat, which 
could not be left behind. 
Some carried 


pots of flowers that had adorned the 
windows of their high priced homes at 
Pullman, and others brought plain look- 
ing littls plants from tho garden. There 
were tiny terriers and big dogs, scream 
ing parrots—some of them had been 
taught to onrse Pullman—and terror 
stricken canaries with their cages wrap- 
ped in newspapers. 


Half an hour before the train left the 


scene was a, pathetic one. Friends of 
those who were taking their departure 
had come from Pullman to bid them 
"goodby," and the leave taking was 
most affecting and impressive. Prom- 
ises were made of personal correspond- 
ence, and good wishes were expressed 
for the departing ones and better times 
hoped for those left behind. Thore werfl 
talks of pleasant reunions in tho near 
future when others of Pullman's dis- 
gusted inhabitants should be given an 
opportunity to desert the place and join 
their friends in other expeditious to bo 
sent out in a month or so. 


Thoso who went away yesterday will 


build tha shops, put up dwelling houses 
and make ready for tha larger exodus 
from Pullman somo time daring the

For months past the English newspaper? 


have been devoting much space to tho trial 
of James C. Read, hanged yesterday for 
the murder of Florence DennU. S&vmder- 
son, It seems, was deeply impressed by tho 
accounts of tho trial, which he read in the 
newspapers, and seemed to brood over tha 
caso. 


When his disappearance became known, 


the police were notified. 
The knife and 


stick found by the side of the murdered 
woman were taken to tho institution afi 
Hampton "Wick and were recognized as 
being the property of the missing man.

The general opinion seems to be thafe 
tho unfortunate woman was an accidental 
acquaintance the prisoner met after his 
arrival In London, and chat his mind hav- 
ing become completely unhinged 
from 


brooding over tho details of the South 
End murder, ho felt impelled to kill tho 
woman, and so cut her throat and fled. 


Saunderson arrived four or five daya 


ago at Nabilla, at the residence of Mrs. 
Kat« Jones, a widow, two mllas from 
Castlo Saunderson. Ho looked sick, and 
was very reserved.

Wick states that in view of Saunderuon's 
probably going to Canada to start farm- 
Ing, he was allowed to take part in the 
gardening at the school, and the knlfu 
fouud by the side of tho murdered wonuui 
was the one }\a had used for pruning pur- 
poses.

meltaheart of adamant. Tearful yeomen, 
sad oyod uhildren and thoughtful men 
v/ere bidding, on his account, a sorrow- 
ful farewell to Chicago and friends. 
They wore nbout to seek on the plains 
of Kansas a meana pi livelihood that he 
had denied them. Mr. Pullman might 
have fonnd-123 persons—men, "women 
and children—with all their little be- 
longings, hnppy even in their tears and 
partings at the thought of shaking the 
dust of Pullman from their feet and in 
the thought of finding homes away from 
the scenes of their recent miseries. They 
included eorne of the best mechanics 
that over -worked in the ttywii o£ Pull- 
man. 


The train bearing the party -westv?aid 


over tho Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul road left the Union depot at 0:20 
p. m. For an hour previous its members 
had been arriving and having .their 
names enrolled for transportation. There 
wero 34 families in the little band of 
emigrants. Boys, girls arid babies were 
numerous. Tho pets of tho family •wero 
cot forgottsc, and many of tho band- 
boxes which the womeu carried in their 
arms and which were supposed to have 
hats iu them held tho family cat, which 
could not ba left behind. Some carried 
pots of flowers that had adorned tho 
windows o£ their high priced homes at 
Pullman, aud others brought plain look- 
ing littlo plants from the garden. There 
were tiny tamers arid big dogs, scream- 
ing parrots—aome of them had bean 
taught to curse Pnllmnn—and terror 
stricken canaries with their cages wrap- 
ped in newspapers. 


Half an hour before the train left the 


scene was a pathetic one. Friends of 
thoso who were taking their departure 
had coma from Pullman to bid them 
"goodby," and the leave takif;vraa 
most affecting aud impressive. Prom- 
ises wore made of personal correspond- 
ence, and good wishes were expressed 
for tha departing ones and better timas 
hoped for those left behind. There wern 
talks of pleasant reunions in the near 
future when others of Pullman's dis- 
gusted inhabitants should be given an 
opportunity to desert the place and join 
thoir friends in other nxpcdltions to be 
saut out in a month or so. 


Those who went away yesterday will 


build the shops, put up dwelling houses 
and make ready for the largar exodus 
from Pullman some time during the 
winter.

The police at flrsb were completely at 


fault, hut rts the investigation progressed 
suspicion, centered upon a young man of 
excellent family, named Reginald L. T, B. 
Sjuimlerson, a. nephew of Colonel E. J. 
SauuclfH'sou, the Orange lender, member 
of pnrlkuneiu for North Armagh, a nuiglfl 
trace and. deputy lieutenant;, and 
Cho BOH 


of L. T. B. Sanndorson, a justice of t-ho 
peace of Dublin county, Ire., ivho married 
Lady Scott, a sister of tho Karl of Clon- 
mcll. 


Reginald Siiundersou'a family are well 


known and highly respected in and about; 
Dublin. 
One of Reginald Snundersoii'n 


aunts is Lndy Monck. and another is Lady 
Fitz.clareuco. The young man is only '^1 
years of age, tall and handsome, a mosfc 
pleasant; conversationalist and an export 
athlete. Although so promising in other 
vrays, young Saunderson -WLIS not strong 
minded. 
In fact, gradually his condition. 


of mind caused ilia relatives and friends 
so muoh distress that ho was sent to a 
echool fov the protection and education of 
persons of weak intellect at Hampton 
Wick. 


Saunderson, according to the poliuc, lei'D 


that institution Nov. 28, saying ho in- 
tended to attend divine- services at a local 
church. But he was not heard of again 
until lie appeared at the house of his rela- 
tives at Belfast, some tlmu after tho mur- 
der. The theory ot the police is that 
Saundeveon, after leaving Hampton Wick, 
canio to London and met the unfortunate 
woman, who was found murdered in Hol- 
land Villas road, Kensington. 


The evidence, which directly connect? 


Saunderson with the murder, is tlio fact 
that by tho dead woman's sidu the police 
found a knife and a cherry wood stick, 
which were subsequently Identified by the 
pupils of the instiDubion at Hampton 
Wick, as having belonged, to Saunderson. 


For mouths past the English ncwspapere 


have been devoting muoh space to tho trial 
of Jamos C. Bead, banged yesterday for 
tho murder of Florence Dennis. Saun del-- 
son, it seems, wafl deeply impressed by tha 
accounts of tho trial, which he read iu the 
newspapers, and seemed to brood over tha 
case. 
When his disappearance became known, 


tho pollco were notified. Tho knife aud 
stick found by the side of tho murdered 
woman were taken to the institution at 
Hampton "Wick and were recognized ag 
being the property of the missing man. 


The police first got on tho track o£ Saun- 


derson iu Belfast, and took him Into cus- 
tody, but the prisoner succeeded in escap- 
ing from his captors. 
Tlie police coma 


-upon his trail once more on Monday, aud 
again, took him. into custody at lOLles- 
handra, near Armagh. 


Saunderson was formally arraipnsd yos- 


terday, and was romanded for a week. 
The general opinion seoms to be that 
the unfortunate woman was an accidental 
acquaintance 
tho prisoner met after his 


arrival in London, and that his mind hav- 
ing become completely unhinged from 
brooding over the details of the South 
End murder, he felt Impelled to kill tha 
woman, and so cut her throat and fled. 


Saunderson arrived four or five- days 


ago »t Nabllla, at tho residence of Mrs. 
Kate Jonus, a widow, two milos from 
Castle Saunderson. Ho looked slok, and 
was very reserved. 


Tho master of tho school at Hampton 


Wick, states that in view of Saunderson'a 
probably going to Cauada. to eturt farm- 
ing, he was allowed to take part in the 
gardening at, the school, and the knife 
found by the side of the murdered woman 
-was tho one lie had used for pruning pur- 
poses. This knife was one of the clawi 
that led to his arrest.

A TEXAS STEER. 


Tlie Lecture of Jobn I.. Stoddard Ijast 


Wllht Wm Upon It, 


John L. Stoddard opened his leature 


course here to a crowded Opera house last 
nieht, in his usual eloquently set bu^ 
fluently interestlnp style. 


His subject was Paris, the cradle of 


pleasure, the center of fashion, the queen 
of modern cities. Those who heard tbe 
distinguished lecturer for the first time 
could not fail to be charmed with his glow- 
ing descriptions of a few of the more im- 
portant places In the gay French capital. 
Charmed, yet not moved to raptures over 
his stories of the buildings and his his- 
torical resume of traglo events within their 
walls. 


To all, his story of the FlrstEmpire, the 


rise and fall of the Bourbons, his eulogy of 
the Drat Napoleon, was of rare interest. 
What word, pictures he painted to be 
vividly impressed upon the memory by the 
Illustrations, some of which were especial- 
ly 
finel

Stoddard 
year 
after 


year felt 
keenly 
the 
disappointment 


of bis failure to treat tlia subject in new 
light. 
After the exquisite lectures of last 


season It seemed common place at times to 
see pictures of and hear scraps of history 
which lecturers of less prominence than 
Mr. Stoddard serve up in an ordinary way. 
After the treat o£ last, winter and Just 
when \ve are more than usually Interested 
in China and Japan the prosaic story of 
Paris as shown and told helter skelter, 
Yankee fashion, is not particularly en- 
couraging. Paris was treated from archi- 
tectural and historic standpoints only, and 
the audience saw no evidence In the pic- 
tures, or heard In the lecture no bright de- 
scriptions of the gayety so tantallzlngly 
mentioned In the prologue. 


While the audience seemed unanimous 


in the opinion that the lecture was inter- 
esting the spontaneous burst of. enthusiasm 
over it seemed to be lacking.
